That Venetia should be 
lost to Austria cannot be a subject of much dis- 
quietude to the Emperor, who last year was on the 
point of attacking that province by sea and land. 
The Emperor may naturally desire to obtain credit 
for fidelity to the Church, and for fulfilment of his 
pledges to Austria, but his mysterious policy may
